of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1955. 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of 
Warsop  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year  1955. 

Births. 

The  total  births  registered  during  the  year  numbered  20  L 
i.e.,  101  male  and  100  female,  and  showed  an  increase  of  13  over 
the  previous  year.  The  rate  per  1,000  population  which  was 
17.24  (16.55  corrected)  compares  very  favourably  with  that  for 
the  Country  as  a  whole  viz.  :  15.0. 

Illegitimate  births  were  fewer  by  4  than  in  1954  and  the 
number  of  still-births  also  showed  a  decrease  giving  a  rate  of  19.9 
per  1,000  total  live  and  still  births  as  compared  with  a  rate  of 
23.1  for  England  and  Wales. 

Deaths. 

The  causes  of  death  based  on  the  International  Statistical 
Classification  are  shown  on  page  7. 

Deaths  due  to  heart  disease  are  lower,  but  those  due  to  cancer 
show  a  rather  large  increase  on  last  year’s  figures.  Thirteen  of 
the  deaths  due  to  the  latter  occurred  in  people  over  the  age  of 
65  years. 

Deaths  from  all  causes  totalled  111  which  gives  a  rate  of 
9.52  (11.9  corrected)  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  against  8.45 
(10.64  )  for  1954.  The  death  rate  for  the  whole  Country  was  1 1 .7. 
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Infantile  Mortality. 

Commenting  on  this  particular  subject  in  my  report  for  1954, 
during  which  year  there  were  only  3  deaths  of  infants  under  one, 
tribute  was  paid  to  the  various  branches  of  the  Health  Service 
in  the  great  work  they  are  doing  toward  lessening  the  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate.  In  spite  of  the  increase  to  10  infant  deaths  in  the 
Urban  District  in  1955,  giving  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of 
49.7,  the  fact  that  the  National  Rate  has  reached  its  lowest  ever 
of  24.9  per  1,000  live  births  is,  I  think,  sufficient  evidence  of  the 
great  progress  made  in  this  respect  during  the  past  10  years. 

When  one  considers  that  prematurity  and  congenital  mal¬ 
formation  account  for  most  of  the  infant  deaths  and  that  so  far 
no  effective  means  of  prevention  has  been  discovered  it  must  be 
realised  that  the  rise  or  fall  of  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  from 
year  to  year  will  depend  to  a  great  extent  on  the  presence  or  absence 
of  these  two  factors.  This  applies  especially  to  deaths  in  the 
neo-natal  period,  i.e.,  during  the  first  month  of  life. 

Six  of  the  ten  deaths  took  place  in  hospital.  Of  the  four 
which  occurred  at  home  two  were  due  to  congenital  malformation, 
one  succumbed  to  lobar  pneumonia  in  spite  of  modern  therapy 
and  the  fourth  death  resulted  from  inattention  at  birth.  In  the 
latter  case  the  mother  was,  apparently,  unaware  of  her  pregnancy 
until  the  baby  was  born  and  consequently  did  not  have  any  ante¬ 
natal  care.  When  the  midwife  was  eventually  called  in  the  baby 
was  dead.  At  an  inquest  , which  was  subsequently  held,  a  verdict 
of  “  Inattention  at  Birth  ”  was  recorded. 

Tuberculosis. 

Twelve  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  four  male  and 
eight  female,  were  notified  for  the  first  time.  There  were  two 
inward  transfers,  i.e.,  two  males  who  had  contracted  the  disease 
elsewhere  and  came  to  reside  in  the  district.  An  analysis  of  the 
age  distribution  (vide  page  12)  will  show  that  7  of  the  cases  occurred 
in  the  age  groups  15  to  30.  It  is  during  these  years  that  the  disease 
is  particularly  liable  to  make  headway  especially  amongst  the 
female  population.  One  of  the  reasons,  in  all  probability,  is  that 
these  growing  boys  and  girls  having  left  school  take  up  positions 
of  various  kinds  and  start  to  earn  a  salary  for  the  first  time.  This 
tends  to  bring  with  it  a  feeling  of  independence  and  in  many  families 
a  slackening  of  parental  control  with  the  result  that  more  and  more 
leisure  time  is  spent  at  cinemas  and  dances  and  an  increasing 
amount  of  money  is  spent  on  clothes  and  cosmetics  to  the  gradual 
exclusion  of  those  nutrient  foods  which  are  so  necessary  for  the 
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adolescent.  Eventually,  late  nights,  hurried  and  inadequate  meals 
and  most  of  the  daylight  hours  spent  indoors  lowers  the  resistance 
and,  unless  the  constitution  is  very  sound,  affords  a  fertile  breeding 
place  for  the  Tubercule  Bacillus. 

The  best  methods  of  lowering  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis 
during  this  critical  period  are,  I  think,  Health  Education,  both  of 
parents  and  senior  school  children,  the  employment  of  Mantoux 
testing  and  Mass  Radiography  prior  to  leaving  school  with  the 
administration  of  B.C.G.  Vaccination  whenever  necessary. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

Action  under  Section  47  was  considered  in  respect  of  an  old 
lady  of  78  living  alone  in  a  council  bungalow.  Although  she  had 
three  adult  sons  living  in  or  around  the  district  she  was  to  all 
intents  and  purposes  completely  destitute  and  depended  mostly 
on  her  neighbour  for  any  prepared  food  and  drink.  A  home  help 
came  in  periodically  to  clean  the  house.  As  she  was  not  thought 
to  be  sufficiently  ill  to  warrant  admittance  to  hospital  and  because 
she  did  not  wish  to  leave  her  home  voluntarily  it  was  decided 
to  apply  for  a  Magistrate's  Order  for  her  removal  to  a  place  of 
safety.  Before  this  could  be  done,  however,  she  became  acutely 
ill  and  died  very  shortly  after  admission  to  hospital. 


“The  Carrs." 

”  The  Carrs  ”  is  the  name  by  which  a  large  tract  of  marshland, 
situated  to  the  north  of  the  river  Meden  and  west  of  the  main 
A60  road,  is  known  locally.  With  the  idea  of  re-claiming  this 
land  and  putting  it  to  some  useful  purpose  tipping  of  refuse  was 
commenced  in  1952  and  has  been  carried  on  continuously  since. 
It  is  estimated  that  15,000  to  20,000  tons  of  material  will  be  needed 
to  cover  the  area  to  a  depth  of  6  inches.  The  project  should  be 
finished  about  1958  when  some  15  acres  of  land  will  be  available 
for  development  purposes.  A  triangular  section  to  the  west  was 
filled  wholly  with  stone  and  therefore  will  not  be  subject  to  settle¬ 
ment  to  the  same  degree  as  if  it  had  been  filled  with  refuse.  It 
is  on  this  portion  of  the  land,  which  is  now  ready  for  use,  that 
the  Council  have  decided  to  provide  amusements  of  varying  kinds 
for  the  kiddies  of  the  district.  In  this  connection  a  water  main 
will  be  laid  in  1956  to  feed  a  paddling  pool,  work  on  which  will, 
it  is  hoped,  be  started  towards  the  end  of  the  same  year.  A  plan 
of  the  proposed  scheme  may  be  seen  on  Page  5a.

Scarlet  Fever. 

During  the  year  10  cases  were  notified  compared  with  14  in 
1954.  Six  of  these  cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 


Diphtheria. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  during  the  year. 
Immunisation  sessions  are  held  at  the  Welfare  Clinic  on  the  third 
Wednesday  of  each  month  and  the  attendance  of  mothers  with 
their  children  continues  to  be  fairly  good.  Combined  Diphtheria 
and  Whooping  Cough  immunisation  was  started  in  October  and 
it  is  hoped  that  this  will  help  to  stimulate  those  parents  who  are 
hesitant  or  apathetic  to  bring  their  children  to  the  Clinic  for  pro¬ 
tective  inoculation.

There  were  137  primary  vaccinations  performed  during  the 
year  as  against  110  during  1954.  The  number  of  children  under 
the  age  of  five  vaccinated  during  1955  was  actually  132,  i.e.  25 
more  than  in  the  previous  year. 


Measles. 

353  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  with  6 
during  1954. 
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The  epidemic  which  raged  in  surrounding  areas  during  the 
latter  part  of  1954  did  not  reach  Warsop  until  February,  1955. 
It  came  to  a  peak  in  March  when  171  cases  were  notified  and 
gradually  subsided  towards  the  end  of  May.  Altogether  some 
353  cases,  196  males  and  157  females,  were  notified  and  although 
a  considerable  number  of  infants  were  affected  there  were  no 
deaths  or  serious  sequalae  reported. 


Whooping  Cough. 

37  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  with  36  in 
1954. 


Tuberculosis. 

A  Mass  Radiography  Unit  paid  a  visit  to  Welbeck  Colliery 
Village  during  November  when  miners  and  their  families  presented 
themselves  for  examination.  Although  an  official  report  was 
unobtainable  at  least  three  fresh  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
are  known  to  have  been  discovered  as  a  result  of  the  survey.

1955.  The  case  had  not  been  previously  notified  to  this  authority 
and  consequently  was  not  entered  in  our  register. 


Food  Poisoning. 

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  One  of  these,  a 
man  of  81,  contracted  Paratyphoid  B  to  which  he  succumbed  in 
hospital.  The  source  of  the  infection  was  not  ascertained  but 
detailed  enquiries  failed  to  provide  any  connection  between  this 
case  and  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  in  the  adjoining  districts. 


Anterior  Poliomyelitis. 

Two  cases  were  notified  and  admitted  to  hospital.  Fortunately 
one  of  these  cases  was  later  diagnosed  as  Rheumatism  and  made  a 
complete  recovery.  The  other  patient  was  rather  seriously  ill  * 
but  he  also  has  made  remarkably  good  progress  and  the  only 
evidence  of  his  illness  now  is  a  slight  weakness  in  the  muscles  of 
one  side  of  his  face.

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  fifth  annual 
Report  as  your  Sanitary  Inspector. 


THE  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  supply  continues  to  be  that  obtained  from  the  Meden 
Valley  Waterworks  and  is  constant,  sufficient  and  of  excellent 
quality. 

The  supply  is  taken  from  three  boreholes  sunk  into  the  bunter 
sandstone  beds  at  the  Budby  Pumping  Station.  Nos.  1  and  2 
Bores  are  used  only  as  auxiliary  supplies,  the  main  source  being 
from  No.  3  Bore,  which  is  250  feet  in  depth  and  the  present  rate 
of  pumping  is  2,900,000  gallons  per  day. 

Contrary  to  the  trend  in  the  post-war  period  there  was  no 
increase  in  the  total  hardness  of  the  water,  the  results  of  the  chemical 
analyses  showing  this  to  have  averaged  271  p.p.m.,  the  same  as 
m  1954.  This  was  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  during  the  year 
most  of  the  pumping  was  done  from  No.  3  Borehole,  the  water 
from  which  is  softer  than  that  from  No/s  1  and  2  Boreholes. 

Sterilisation  is  achieved  by  chloramination. 

Six  chemical  and  twenty-nine  bacteriological  samples  were 
taken  from  the  Budby  Station  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst.

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  use  the  emergency  water  supply 
from  Bradmer  Hill  Waterworks,  but  all  pumping  machinery,  etc., 
is  kept  in  good  running  order  should  such  a  necessity  arise.  Samples 
of  this  water  which  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  showed 
it  to  be  of  good  bacteriological  quality. 

Thirty-four  samples  taken  from  private  dwellings  and  business 
premises  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  two 
of  these  were  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory.  The  latter  were  both 
taken  from  the  shallow  well  at  Forest  Hill  Lodge  harm,  since 
when  this  water  supply  has  not  been  used.  It  is  anticipated  that 
a  mains  water  supply  will  be  laid  to  this  farm  during  the  ensuing 
year.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  initial  difficulties  experienced  in  the  operation  of  the 
new  extensions  have  now  been  overcome  and  all  samples  of  sewage 
effluent  that  were  submitted  for  analysis  were  found  to  be  satis¬ 
factory. 
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Again  there  has  not  been  any  regular  or  adequate  removal 
of  sludge  from  the  works  during  the  year,  and  this  is  a  problem 
of  increasing  concern. 

No  extensions  were  made  to  the  sewers  during  the  year. 


Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  continued  to  be  carried 
out  by  direct  labour  using  the  relay  system  of  refuse  collection. 
Three  vehicles  of  the  low  loading  type  were  used  on  this  work, 
one  of  which  was  kept  as  a  spare  vehicle  in  case  of  breakdown. 
Some  difficulty  was  experienced  during  the  winter  months  in 
maintaining  a  satisfactory  collection  of  household  refuse  owing 
to  absence  of  workmen  through  sickness  and  because  of  inclement 
weather.  Loss  of  manhours  caused  by  sickness  can  quickly  disrupt 
a  small  department,  especially  as  suitable  replacement  labour  is 
practically  unobtainable  in  this  district. 

Disposal  of  the  refuse  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  was 
carried  out  wholly  at  the  Carrs,  Church  Street,  and  this  presented 
difficulties  during  the  summer  months  owing  to  the  nature  of  the 
refuse  and  the  shallow  depth  of  the  tipping  area.  A  total  of  6,722 
loads  of  refuse  have  been  tipped  on  the  Carrs. 

Wastepaper  salvage  was  collected  by  the  house  refuse  removal 
lorries,  and  as  a  result  of  the  improved  prices  being  offered,  a  drive 
was  made  to  step  up  the  tonnage  collected.  This  was  successful 
and  shows  an  increase  of  thirty-five  tons  on  last  year's  figures 
and  is  the  highest  total  ever  collected  by  this  authority.

Petroleum  Acts. 

Seventeen  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  bulk 
storage  of  14,200  gallons  of  petrol.  Seven  of  the  licensed  premises 
had  hand-pumps  fitted  to  storage  tanks,  nine  had  electric  pumps 
and  one  stored  in  metal  barrels.  All  premises  were  visited  during 
the  year  and  no  contraventions  of  note  were  found. 


Rodent  Control. 

The  Council  provides  a  free  service  of  rat  disinfestation  to 
residential  property,  but  the  cost  of  treating  commercial  properties 
is  re-charged  to  the  occupier.  These  facilities  have  proved  com¬ 
pletely  adequate  for  the  requirements  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage 
by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  Carrs  tip  has  required  frequent  attention  and  is  likely 
to  do  so  while  tipping  continues. 

All  the  sewers  in  the  district  were  tested  and  received  two 
maintenance  treatments  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.

Shops  Acts. 

No  difficulties  were  encountered  in  enforcing  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  concerning  ventilation,  heating,  lighting,  sanitary 
accommodation  and  handwashing  facilities,  for  which  the  Council 
are  responsible.  Handwashing  facilities  and  a  supply  of  hot 
water  were  secured  at  one  shop  and  re-decoration  at  another, 
whilst  other  minor  defects  were  dealt  with  at  the  time  of  the  visit 
or  remedied  by  informal  action. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

During  the  year  116  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  within 
the  district.  These  in  the  main  continued  to  be  satisfactory  and 
eight  premises  which  were  found  to  have  defects  or  unsatisfactory 
conditions,  mostly  of  a  minor  nature,  were  remedied  by  informal 
action. 

No  contraventions  of  the  byelaws  as  to  handling,  wrapping 
and  delivery  of  food  and  sale  of  food  in  the  open  air,  were  found 
during  routine  inspection  of  shops,  vehicles  and  places  where  food 
is  prepared. 

Following  up  on  the  swabbing  last  year  of  drinking  glasses 
at  public  houses,  the  same  procedure  was  adopted  during  the 
year  for  all  the  ten  clubs  within  the  district. 

Initially  the  results  at  three  of  the  clubs  were  unsatisfactory 
and  doubtful  at  two  others.  After  advice  and  guidance,  follow 
up  swabs  were  all  reported  as  satisfactory,  and  all  these  premises 
now  have  satisfactory  washing  facilities,  generally  in  conjunction 
with  dispensers  and  sterilising  agent.

Three  samples  were  examined  for  Tubercle  Bacilli  by  animal 
inoculation  and  all  were  found  to  be  negative. 

Of  the  60  samples  of  milk  submitted  for  examination  it  is 
noteworthy  that  none  of  the  samples  failed  to  pass  the  prescribed 
tests. 

In  three  cases  the  overnight  atmospheric  shade  temperature 
exceeded  65oF  and  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations  the  methy¬ 
lene  blue  test  was  not  applicable. 

Results  of  all  laboratory  tests  of  samples,  whether  favourable 
or  adverse,  were  communicated  to  the  persons  from  whom  the 
samples  were  obtained. 

Since  November,  1952,  only  special  designated  milks  may  be 
sold  in  this  district. 
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Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  Section  14. 

There  are  21  premises  registered  in  regard  to  ice  cream,  20  of 
these  are  for  storage  and  sale  only  and  the  remaining  one  for  manu¬ 
facture,  storage  and  sale.  This  manufacturer  uses  the  heat  treat¬ 
ment  process  and  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations 
were  complied  with. 

In  all  cases  where  ice-cream  is  sold  from  shops  it  is  sold  wrapped 
as  received  from  the  manufacturers.

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  suggest  that  over  a 
six-monthly  period,  50%  of  a  vendors  samples  should  fall  into 
Grade  I,  80%  into  Grades  I  or  II,  not  more  than  20%  into  Grade 
III  and  none  into  Grade  IV. 

Twelve  water-ice  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


Food  Preparing  Premises. 

There  were  four  premises  in  the  district  manufacturing  prepared 
meats  and  registered  in  accordance  with  Section  14,  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938.  Frequent  inspections  of  these  premises  showed 
a  good  standard  of  cleanliness  to  be  maintained.
